a fight against the closed shop. 


Reports reaching

cate that employers are contemplating 
taking similar action as that taken by 
the Illinois Manufacturers' associa- 
tion. 


Fight This Winter 


Those in touch with the labor situa- 


tion hold that the fight between em- 
ployers and labor \rill come to a head 
this winter, pointing to the fact that 
the supply of labor is now greater than 
the demand and that these conditions 
make a clash advantageo\is for the 
employers.

No American president al any time 


has had an easy task, and perhaps few 
of them have been confronted by great- 
er difficulties than will face President 
Harding, for it will be impossible for 
him—ii would be impossible for any 
man—fully to satisfy all, if any. of the 
various elements that came to his sup- 
port. The Republican theory is that 
the majority of real Americans voted 
for American isolation, or keeping out 
of world-affairs, and yet to wholly re- 
ject the treaty of Versailles and the 
League of Nations." and affront our al- 
lies in the great war by making a sep- 
arate peace with Germany—to which 
Mr. Harding's pre-election announce- 
ments would seem to commit him— 
would be a step of such gravity as to 
give pause to any president and any 
party that has undertaken a great re- 
sponsibility. By contrast with this the 
difficulties in the domestic field—in- 
cluding the demand for an end of war 
taxes, war prices, etc—though serious 
enough in themselves, are compara- 
tively trivial. 


On the other hand, the foreign vote, 


or the foreign-sympathy vote, support- 
ed Mr. 'Harding for reasons diametric- 
ally opposed to the policy of American 
isolation. This vote ignored Mr. Har- 
ding's plea of "America first" and 
thought only of America second to the 
interest of Germany, the interests of 
Ireland, the alleged rights of Italy in 
Fiume and the alleged rights of Greece 
in Thrace. How is an administration 
committed to the policy of isolation to 
respond to such demands as these? To 
attempt to satisfy Germany would in- 
volve an attempt to sacrifice all the 
fruits of victory in the great war. To 
attempt to satisfy independence-seek- 
ing Ireland would involve serious trou- 
ble and perhaps war with the British 
empire. To attempt to satisfy Italy and 
Greece would antagonize the rest of 
Europe as well as reverse the policy of 
isolation which the issue of the election 
is supposed, from the Republican view- 
point, to have firmly established. 


In an election campaign the average 


voter thinks of little beyond the put- 
ting of his party into power, but that 
is only the beginning. When that is 
done and the rejoicing is over, sober 
reflection follows among those invested 
witli power, for heavy responsibilities 
must be faced and resourcefulness dis- 
played in the solution of grave prob- 
lems. All patriotic Americans of what- 
ever parly will hope that the wisest 
counsel will prevail and that the many 
tasks of the new administration will be 
brought to a satisfactory conclusion. 
We trust the disappointments will 
come only from those who expect poli- 
cies and acts which they have no right 
lo expect, regardless of campaign ap- 
pearances. 


recriminations of a national campaign 
may be inclined to smile, but that is 
really avoiding the question. Cam- 
paigning is far from being public criti- 
cism of the state, or of "constituted au- 
thority?" 


Is it not a fact that an American ora- 


tor today cannot paraphrase Patrick 
Henry, Thomas Jefferson or Abraham 
Lincoln without being suspected of be- 
ing more or less of a demagogue ? True. 
if the auditors know that he is mere- 
ly quoting, indirectly, these great men, 
they accept the statements, whatever 
they may be. but is not that merely an- 
other form of "uncritical obedience to 
authority?" 


Is it not a fact that the flamboyancy 


of the "Give me liberty or give me 
death" Americanism has so irritated 
American sensibilities that Americans 
have forgotten the earnestness, the sin- 
cerity and the high nobility of the for- 
mer spirit of America which accepted 
it? 


UNCRITICAL 


Henry W. Ncvinson, the English 


writer and publicist, says that he came 
lo America expecting to find Ameri- 
cans "ill-mannered and boastful and 
ovcrsharp in business," and, political- 
ly, "inclined lo change and rebellious." 
Instead, he found them "polite, oblig- 
ing, modest, careless of business," but 
"far from liberty-loving or rebellious."

themselves that his opinion is so much 
belter than he expected, he adds that

ous side of American history at the 
present time.
